In this connection he 
urged the importance of eliminating the so-called “pure- 
bred scrub,” and emphasized the fact that we shall some 
day have to devise a system for withdrawing registration 
from unworthy animals. 

Considerable interest was centered in the question of 
Advanced Registry rules and regulations, and the discus- 
sion of this subject was most earnest. J. T. Williams of 
Illinois opened the discussion by calling attention to the 
resolutions offered by himself, and stated that he did not 
expect them to be passed in the exact wording submitted, 
and in fact, that he believed the recommendations should 
rather be made to the Board of Directors by a committee, 
but that we must take some action to control excessive high 
fat tests that do not belong to the Holstein cow. C. W. 
Hall of Colorado objected to the proposition to scale down 
the percentage of fat credited, claiming that we should give 
the Holstein cow all that she makes or does honestly. Dr. 
H. B. Gooding of Ohio presented some interesting figures 
on a straw vote taken in Ohio in relation to the plan for 
establishing classifications for cows milked twice or three 
times a day. Out of three 
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entire matter be referred to the Board of Directors. This 
was amended by W. F. Schilling who moved that a com. 
mittee of ten breeders be appointed outside of the Board of 
Directors, five of them men who have to milk cows for q 
living, to investigate the subject and report to the Bourd of 
Directors.

THE FARIBAULT FLOAT 
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Annual Report of Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry 


Mie PRESIDENT and Members MALCOLM H. GARDNER until our breeders become accustomed 


of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion: 

The great world war ended more than eighteen months 
ago: but the readjustment then expected has not to any ap- 
preciable extent materialized. All of our breeders are 
farmers, and in some respects conditions are less favorable 
for farmers than they were during the war. The boys 
from the farms when demobilized did not in large part re- 
turn to the farms: while high wages and short hours have 
drawn many hired men, tenant farmers and farmers’ sons 
to the cities. Farmers are not able to compete with manu- 
facturers in the labor market, and the situation gives cause 
for anxiety to all thinking men. Under such conditions 
while prices for food can not to any appreciable extent fall, 
the farmer can not run his productive machinery at full 
capacity and is handicapped by his overhead charges. The 
balance in production has been upset: and IT see no cure for 
the ills resulting except in a restitution of the balance 
through the working out of economic laws. All men must 
eat, and the men who produce food will find themselves in 
the end holding the winning cards. 

For years I have talked close culling of the dairy herds; 
culling out the wasters first, and then such cows as give 
but little profit. This applies to purebreds, grades and mon- 
grel stock alike: for there are no herds of any kind that can 
not be bettered by culling. Culling does not in the end 
mean less milk but more, and that at less cost. The breed- 
er and dairy farmer has as his first problem the lowering of 
the high cost of production. The dairy cow is a machine 
for the converting of the feed fed her into a more valuable 
product. and production costs can be lowered by using only 
such machines as prove themselves efficient for the pur- 
pose. 

When reports come to the Advanced Registry Office 
showing one of two cows in the same herd, perhaps stand- 
ing side by side and fed almost alike, as producing but a 
moderate amount of milk and fat while the other cow pro- 
duces half as much more, I am led to wonder whether the 
owner realizes the great difference in their worth to him 
as measured by the difference in production cost of the 
milk per hundred pounds produced by the two cows. The 
reducing of distribution costs can only be affected through 
the combination of milk producers into strong associations 
to whose voice distributors must give heed; but each indi- 
vidual breeder and dairy farmer can if he will largely con_ 
trol his own production costs. Better cows and _ better 
methods will do it; and one can only get better cows by 
continually breeding up and persistently culling the least 
desirable from the herd. 


Slight Scarcity of Supervisors 


During the past year the supply of supervisors available 
much increased, and most breeders who so desired were 
able to test their cows. But in some States quite a number 
of breeders were deterred from testing because of the in- 
ability of the colleges to promise supervisors at the time 
when they would be needed; while many other breeders 
cancelled their applications because of the delay in the 
getting of promised supervisors to them. The quality of 
the supervisors was better than that during the two prev- 
ious years, although not as satisfactory as could be desired. 
The demand for labor has been such as to draw many com- 
petent supervisors into the industries; and although the per 
diem paid supervisors has been increased by nearly all of 
the colleges, it has not been high enough to attract the more 
desirable men. I trust that the time will come when we 
shall have a class of supervisors that will be more satisfac- 
tory all around, young men who will carry on the testing 
more as part of their dairy education than for the money 
payment; though I see no prospect of anything o1 the 
kind in the immediate future. In many parts of the country 
the feed situation either seems to have been better than 
the year before or else our breeders have got used to the 
narrowing of the feed supply and to the use of substitutes 
for feeds formerly f«:': for there has been less complaint on 
the score of feed durins the past year than during the year 
preceding. The passiny of distilling and brewing must 
bring about changes in tie rations fed to dairy cows; and 


to the substitutes offered no doubt 
they will largely depend upon feed al- 
ready mixed and sold under well known brands. 


The Vermont Incident 


During the early part of last year a most deplorable in- 
cident occurred in the testing for advanced registration in 
Vermont, which has cast a shadow upon the large produc. 
tions credited to Holstein-Friesian cows in short-time test, 
I have understood that some breeders have entertained a 
doubt as to whether there was any such thing as a 40-pound 
cow. There was some excuse for pessimism; for 40-pound 
cows were being reported so fast in the first half of 1919 
that I became very much worried; and after complying with 
the rules as to reporting owners’ claims by card, under the 
authority given me by the rules I held up certain Vermont 
tests, as well as some others, for further consideration. The 
Vermont tests in question have not been accepted. We 
havd proved during the year that the 40-pound cow exists, 
and have seen three cows just miss that mark by a trifle. 
I am free to say that I earnestly believe that the future 
will fully vindicate our claim of wonderful capacity for the 
Holstein-Friesian cow, and that as the years go by we shall 
enter many cows in the 40-pound list. 


Establishing a False Basis 


If any man succeed in the making of a fraudulent test 
showing large production, he injures advanced registry in 
two ways. Not only does he obtain the entry of a false pro- 
duction in the Blue Book, but he establishes a false basis of 
credibility for other tests made either by himself or by 
others. We can not but think that what one cow may do 
other cows can do. When we know what we may reason- 
ably expect in productive capacity we have a basis for 
measuring the credibility of any test, and without such 
basis we are completely in the air. I may say for my- 
self that distressing as it is I can not regard the occurrence 
in Vermont as an unmixed evil. It has done more to awak- 
en our State Agricultural Colleges to a sense of their re. 
sponsibilities in the conduct of tests for advanced registra 
tion than has anything that has ever before happened, and 
has shown that no man has discovered any method of feed- 
ing cows on test that will enable him to obtain phenomenal 
results. 

The Year’s Tests 


Holstein-Friesian breeders have made full use of the 
supervisors available, the year’s testing showing a greater 
increase over the previous year than ever before and 
amounting to 47%. Indeed, the Advanced Registry Office 
has been nearly overwhelmed with the work, and it has 
only been through the willingness of the clerks to work 
overtime that it has been possible to close the year and 
prepare the prize lists. Inexperienced clerks are of little 
value until they have received a few months’ training, and 
the number of experienced clerks has not been sufficient 
to handle the reports as promptly as I could have desired. 
We have just done the best that we could under such trying 
circumstances. During the year just closed 14,046 cows and 
heifers were under test for periods of not less than sevel 
days; of which number 275 began their tests not less thal 
eight months after freshening, while 1,032 met the require 
ments in semi-official, long-time test. The usual average 
by ages or classes will be found as footings in the seven-day 
and long-time divisions of the Prize Lists, and in the tabi 
lated part of this report. Taking the cows tested on short: 
time tests as a herd of 12,719 animals, of which one-half 
were heifers with first or second calves, the average 7-day 
production for each animal so tested was 433.4 Ibs. milk 
containing 15.149 Ibs. fat, thus showing an average of 3.0 
per cent fat in the milk.

The greatest possibilities 
we believe, lie in the action directing the president to appoint 
a committee of three persons to revise and rewrite the by- 
luws of the Association, to be submitted at the next annual! 
meeting of the Association. By this action the way is 
ecyenel net cnly to remedy the defects pointed out in the 
ltigetion it Buffalo, but also to bring before the 1921 con- 
vention a definite proposition for the consolidation of the 
oliicers of the Association, a centralization of responsi- 
bility, and in connection with the other’ resolutions 
adopted, the bringing together under one roof of all the 
administrative work of the Association in a manner ap 
proved by sound business practice. And, in connection with 
these fundamental changes, we shall have submitted for 
consideration a complete set of by-laws in harmony with 
them worked out by one of the keenest minds in the legal 
profession, a man who through his connection with the 
Buffalo litigation, is thoroughly familiar with all of the 
present defects. Accordingly, we may be assured that when 
the new by-laws are completed, they will be impregnable 


to assault by those who may wish to overturn them for 


their own purposes.

Breeders should note also 
that the S8-months-after-calving division has been dropped 
and that in the future no prize money will be awarded in 
any class or division where the test shows an average 
above 5 per cent or below 3 per cent butterfat, for the 
period reported. 

There are undoubtedly possibilities in the work of the 
Williams committee on revision of the rules for Advanced 
Registry along the line of bringing about more normal and 
practical records. We believe, however, the committee 
should proceed very carefully before recommending any 
radical changes in our present basis of Advanced Regis- 
tration. We must not permit ourselves through disapproval 
of the methods employed by a few breeders in making 
their records, to take any action that will serve to discredit 
every record in any of our present divisions because, col- 
lectively, they form the foundation upon which rests the 
House of Holstein. The work of this committee also will 
be watched with interest. 

We believe the Association acted wisely and with dis- 
crimination in the matter of election of officers. The Hol- 
stein industry is fortunate in being able to secure a man 
of the caliber of President Aitken to serve another vear as 
Director of Extension, and R. C. Pollock will serve with 
him. The worth of the past vear’s work will not be fully 
apparent until a later date, but we have every confidence 
that time will prove to the satisfaction of every member 
the wisdom of paying Mr. Aitken a salary to put his en- 
tire time on this work The two new directors add consid- 
derable strength to the Board, Mr. Small being a practical 
and successful breeder who has risen from the ranks, and 
Mr. Noyes, a practical, clear thinking business man of long 
experience as a breeder. Doubtless there will be members 
in New York particularly, who will be disappointed that 
the representatives from New York State have been re 
duced from three to two. In other words, the terms of 
office of two directors from New York State expired and 
cnly one new man was put on from that state. Without go- 
ing further into a disagreeable subject, we will say that 
such a result was only a logical outgrowth of the record 
which New York state’s representatives have made on the 
Board of Directors during the trying period of the past 
twelve months. The feeling of the Association was simi- 
larly shown when it came to determining the location of 
the convention in 1921. It was recognized that the conven- 
tion should go to New York State after an absence since 
1915, but although Buffalo wanted the convention and had 
the endorsement of the New York Holstein-Friesian As 
sociation, the feeling of the Western states particularly 
against even the appearance of a truce in the fight for the 
right which the Association is waging, was clearly evident, 
and the good breeders from around Buffalo who came to 
press the invitation had to be content with later action by 
the Board when the status of affairs in the litigation might 
be more clearly determined. In view of developments 1 
the Cabana case subsequent to the New York endorsement, 
quite a section of the New York representatives at the 
meeting broke away and openly opposed the selection of 
Butfalo and the definite place of meeting for 1921 

In this same connection, we were glad to see the re 
election of James A. Reynolds as chairman of the execu 
tive committee as this action shows that the Board stands 
squarely back of Mr. Reynolds and the good work he has 
been doing in carrying on the Cole-Cabana investigation. 
Although he can ill afford to take the time from his other 
duties, his desire to see through to a conclusion the thing 
he had started, and his disinclination toward any action 
which might be construed as quitting under fire, induced 
him to accept for another vear this exacting position. 

In conclusion, we want to leave this thought with the 
members of the Holstein-Friesian Association. No matter 
how competent your officers, and no matter how wiselY 
they may administer their offices, the progress of the 
breed and the prosperity of the industry in the last analy 
sis is in your hands. It is to the Hostein cow herself and 
to the men who are devoting their best energy and most 
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intellizent thought to her development, that the credit 
must <o for making the Holstein business the most im- 
porta! single factor in the dairy industry. 


The Minnesota National Sale 


.THOUGH definite figures are not available at this 
A writing, the indications are that from $30,000 to 

535,000 will be returned as net profit from the 
Minnesota National Guaranty Sale and distributed among 
the state organizations that were represented in the sale. 
This immense sum, which will be devoted to Holstein 
extension work, represents but the first fruits of an idea 
that has undoubtedly become a fixed matter of policy so 
far as our National sales are concerned, and due credit, 
therefore, must be given the Minnesota Holstein-Friesian 
Association for initiating and working out an idea that is 
so fraught with possibilities for the advancement of the 
industry in the future. In considering the details of the 
handling of this first great co-operative sale, we must 
remember that it was the first event of its kind, that in 
many respects it was an experiment, and that it was in 
many other respects traveling an uncharted course. It 
was natural, therefore, that mistakes in certain details 
should creep in. These were only to be expected and it 
would have been a superhuman achievement if the sales 
committee had been able to stage the event in which the 
best cattle from over 120 different breeders were sold to 
the highest bidder, without leaving some room for im- 
provement. With so much at stake, it is apparent that 
every consignor could not be entirely satisfied with the 
position assigned him in the sale. There were some real 
disappointments, of course, on the part of the consignors. 
Some times this was due to an over estimate of the value 
of the animal by the owner, and in other cases, of course, 
real bargains went through the ring. On the whole, how- 
ever. we believe the Minnesota Sales Committee is to be 
highly commended for the manner in which they staged 
the sale. The physical arrangements approached per- 
fection, and everything went off smoothly and in a high 
class manner. We wish to call particular attention to the 
fact that no offers were allowed on next calves of animals 
in the ring, so that the prices hung up in the sale represent 
the real valuation set on the animals themselves, and did 
not represent additional refunds for the unborn calves. 
From the table of comparisons with previous National 
Sales, it will be seen that in the three days this year a 
much larger number of animals was sold than ever before 
ina National sale and it is worthy of note that in the St. 
Paul sale no selling was done in the evening. This was 
undoubtedly made possible by the rules adopted that all 
discourse about the merits of the animal in the ring 
should be confined to the actual sales force. That is to say, 
the consignor was denied the opportunity to take up any 
time in telling the crowd that they were going wrong in not 
paying more for the animal in the ring. 

In this connection, we want to make due acknowledge- 
ment of the good work done by the Minnesota Sales Com- 
mittee in connection with this project. The committee 
was composed of W. S. Moscrip, chairman, Dr. Egil Boeck- 
mann, G. R. Melin, Alex Hansen, A. J. Lashbrook and 
Secretary B. D. Scott. 


They All Claim Victory in the Cabana Case 


LL parties in the Cabana litigation are claiming 
A victory following the trial at Buffalo May 3-6 and 

the opinion by Judge Sears rendered June 2d. Under 
the caption “Cabana Wins in Fight for Milk Records” The 
Buffalo Express of June 3 comes out with a column ar- 
ticle on the front page in which the statement is made that 
Oliver Cabana, Jr. won his fight to restrain the Holstein- 
Friesian association of America from expunzing records 
of milk and butter tests established at Mr. Cabana’s Pine 
Grove Farm at Elma. The article goes on to say that Jus- 
tice Sears made permanent the injunction against the As- 
sociation, ruling that Mr. Cabana is entitled to a “proceed- 
Ing under the law of the land” before the Association can 
Proceed to nullify his herd’s records. The opinion explains 
that a “proceeding under the law of the land” must fulfill 
these conditions: ; 

First-—-A notice by the association that it intends to 

proceed. 
° Second—Notice to Mr. Cabana of the charges against 
fim, 


, Third —A reasonable opportunity to be heard in de- 
ense. 


Fourth—A fair and impartial hearing in which he shall 
be confronted by his accusers and shall have the right to 
examine and cross-examine witnesses. 

The article goes on to say further that there is no pro- 
vision in the by-laws of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
for such a proceeding as that enjoined by the court. Ac- 
cording to the Express, this means, under the terms of 
Justice Sear’s ruling, that the Cabana records will stand 
unless the association revises its by-laws and, after a fair 
and impartial trial, proves that there was fraud in connec- 
tion with the tests. By way of suggestion apparently, the 
following interesting paragraph appears in the report: 

“Krom statements made by counsel for the association 
at the hearing of arguments last month, it is expected that 
an appeal will be taken.” 

From some source or other, The New York Evening 
Post gained information on the subject under the heading 
“Judge Saves Holsteins’ Previous Milk Records.” The fol- 
lowing gems of thought were perpetrated: 

“The honor of the Holstein cow, beloved of landscape 
artists and adored by farmers seeking a record-breaking 
milk yield, was in danger until Justice Charles E. Sears of 
the Supreme Court issued a permanent injunction ordering 
her detractors to withhold their slanders until her case 
has a ‘fair and impartial hearing.’ 

“The milk records of the Holstein herd of Oliver Ca- 
bana of Pine Grove Farm near Buffalo, famed for their 
records as producers, were attacked by the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association. The association straightway expunged 
the records of the beauties of Pine Grove and cast them 
from the sacred circle of the thoroughbreds. 

“Great consternation has spread among the .Holstein 
breeders of all New York, for almost every herd is in some 
way related to the Pine Grove family. This means not only 
a blot upon their honor, but involves several million dol- 
lars in depreciated value in the Holstein tribe. 

“Therefore Justice Sears rules that the association must 
not plunge all the Holstein cows in New York State into 
shame and outer darkness without a ‘fair and impartial 
hearing.’ ” 

The third exhibit went out under a Buffalo date line 
June 2 through the Associated Press and the heading, as 
it appeared in the Syracuse Post Standard, read “Cabana 
Cattle Records will Stay on the Books.” 

“Justice Charles E. Sears, in the supreme court today 
made permanent an injunction restraining the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America from expunging milk rec- 
ords made at the Pine Grove farm of Oliver Cabana, Jr. 
Justice Sears held that Mr. Cabana was entitled to a ‘fair 
and impartial hearing’ before any action discrediting his 
records should be taken by the association. 

“The case involves several million dollars to cattle 
breeders throughout the state because expunging of the 
records would cast a cloud on nearly all the Holstein herds 
in this section of the country.” 

So much for the Cabana claims of victory. If they are 
any comfort to him let him make them to his heart’s con- 
tent. 

The Three Objectors Glean Comfort Also 

We believe all of the breeders who were present dur- 
ing the course of the trial at Buffalo will bear us out in the 
statement that the three objecting directors in order to 
glean any comfort from the proceedings must be real 
optimists. Yet in the June Ist issue of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Register appears a letter signed by Matteson, Mover 
and Brockway in which they attempt to explain and ex- 
cuse their position and conclude with characteristic logic 
that “it will thus be seen that the attitude of the judge and 
the evidence submitted was a complete vindication of the 
position taken by Messrs. Matteson, Mover and Brockway; 
that the proceedings at Philadelphia were illegal and _ ir- 
regular, although from a technical point of law the judge 
may he unable to render a decision on this point.” We 
must apologize for allowing this subject to Intrude itself 
again in our columns as the sentiment of the Holstein pub- 
lic was clearly shown at St. Paul when two of the three 
parties in question were summarily dropped from the 
Board of Directors at the expiration of their terms of of- 
fice, they even absenung themselves from the annual meet- 
ing, while the third member whose term had not vet ex- 
pired, acknowledged that he had been misled as to. the 
proper course of action, and he participated tn the meet- 
ings of the board at St. Paul. We cannot refrain, however, 
from quoting at some length from the stenogranhic 
minutes of the proceedings at Buffalo when the ccurt made

some pertinent remarks in regard to the position occupied 
by the three objecting directors. 

in his opinion, after demonstrating that Cabana cannot 
in this collateral proceeding, attack the regularity of the 
election of the directors or of the proceedings of the As- 
sociation, he says: “The case at bar presents a clear in- 
stance of a collateral attack. Nor does the answer of the 
three directors change the situation. If the plaintiff cannot 
attack the election of the directors, the answering defen- 
dant have no greater right to do so.” 

The only criticism raised at the trial to the certificate 
that was filed increasing the number of directors was that 
it was not signed by a majority of the old Board, Matteson, 
Moyer and Brockway not having signed the certificate. 
Judge Sears said in substance to them and to their at- 
torney upon the trial that by omitting or refusing to com- 
ply with the direction given them by the annual meeting 
to sign the certificate they could not object to it as being 
invalid by reason of their omission to sign ir. 

Judge Sears said, “Can they come in here and say there 
has been no increase because they are violating the order 
of the members of the society themselves? If the only ob- 
jections were the failure to file a proper certificate, of 
course your clients could remedy that by joining their 
names to the certificate and having it filed. 

They were ordered at this meeting to file a certificate 
weren’t they? 

Mr. Cobb—They were authorized to. 

The Court—Can they come in here and say there has 
been no increase because they are violating the order of 
the members of the society themselves? 

Mr. Cobb—I do not understand the question. 

The Court—Well, the resolution adopted in Philadel- 
phia required the directors to file a certificate. If it had a 
right to meet outside the State it was the duty of the 
directors to file that certificate. 

Mr. Cobb—Yes. 

The Court—That included your clients. 

Mr. Cobb—But I do not conceive that it is their duty to 
unite themselves with a bunch of men that they claim are 
not directors and thereby recognize their standing as 
directors at that date. 

The Court—They would not have to do that. If they 
signed the certificate then they could bring a proceeding to 
have the officers declared invalid, but they stand here, as 
I understand it, and failed to file this certificate which they 
were directed to file. 
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Mr. Cobb—That is the exact fact. 

The Court—Well, can they be heard to say that there 
has been no increase when they have failed to follow the 
instructions of the members of the society.” 

And so much for that phase of the situation. 
The Truth of the Matter 


The truth of the matter was summed up very Co: cisely 
in the telegram from St. Paul appearing in last week's 
issue in which the statement was made that by the ‘erms 
of the decision the Association is directed to proceed jn 
the matter in exactly the same manner that it was intend. 


ing to proceed when Mr. Cabana secured his injuiiction 
last September. The opinion of Judge Sears sets fort! that 
the Board of Directors is the proper tribunal for determip. 
ing the genuineness of the records, but it stipulates that 
before the records are expunged Cabana shall be given an 
cpportunity to be heard and to offer evidence in support 
of his records, exactly as was contemplated at the meeting 
called for September 22d at Chicago. Superintendent Gard. 
ner is enjoined from making use of the arbitrary authority 
that might be construed to belong to him by the by-laws 
in the matter of expunging records, but there has never 
been any intention of acting along this line. The claim 
that the present by-laws of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion contain no provision for such a proceeding as that 
stipulated by the court and that action cannot come until 
the by-laws are amended, is pure fiction. The court recog. - 
nized that the Board of Directors would have no jurisdic. 
tion in subpoenaing witnesses, ete., and it therefore ruled 
specifically that ‘ex parte’ evidence might, under certain 
circumstances be introduced; that is, the Board as a 
tribunal may give consideration to testimony taken from 
people who are not present at the meeting. In particular 
this would apply to the statement by Cole. 

We had expected to be able to present a complete text 
of the opinion of Justice Sears, but by reason of the fact 
that the final decree signed by the court has not yet been 
entered, it was deemed advisabe to hold up tne publication 
of the complete text till after the decree was finally en- 
tered, and the possibility of modifications or changes 
ended. 

According to present indications, the decree will be 
entered during the week of June 21, and then follows a 
period of thirty days in which either side may appeal the 
case. As both sides have expressed themselves as satisfied 
with the decision, it is not likely that any appeal will be 
taken, so that after thirty days, the Association. should be 
in a position to proceed with the case from the point it 
left off last September, when enjoined.

237 Head from 19 Different States and Canada Average $3,075. Tilly’s Bull Tops Sale 
at $50,000. Highest Priced Dairy Cow Is Sold. California Wins 
Prize with Average of $11.360 for 11 Head. 


of the Minnesota State Association at St. Paul in con- 
nection with the annual convention of the Holstein- 
Friesian Ass’n of America, was a decided triumph for the 
co-operative sale idea and paved the way for a wonderful 
succession of co-operative National sales to come. Nine- 
teen different states and Canada contributed 237 head that 
sold for a total of $728,700, or an average price per head 
of $3075. This is a higher average than has ever been re- 
ceived at any sale of any dairy breed where 100 head or 
more were sold. 
It might be ipteresting to compare this sale with the 
National sales previously held under private management 
from a standpoint of sale averages and of prices received.

It was only then that the idea 
of the joint purchase occurred to either, so it is probable 
thet had the two gentlemen been sitting in different parts 
ut the hall, Aleartra King Sylvia might have brought a 
much larger figure. This price, however, was enough to 
top the sale and is the largest price ever received in public 
sale for an animal under six months old. 

Merris Corporation also consigned King Korndyke Pon-

When the bidding reach- 
ed around $30,000 the New York crowd dropped out and 
Fred Pabst, proprietor of Pabst Stock Farm at Oconomo- 
woc, Wis., started bidding and carried the bids to $40,000, 
the bull being struck off to Mrs. Baldwin's representative 
at $41,000, the second highest price received in the sale. 
The highest priced female of the sale and in fact the 
highest priced dairy cow ever sold, was Pabst Korndyke 
Cornflower, the great world’s champion senior 3-year-old 
consigned by Pabst Stock Farms. This great 38-lb. senior 
3-year-old holds the world’s 30-day record in her class, and 


also holds the world’s milk record in the 8-months-after- 
calving division of the junior 2-year-old class. As a 2 
year-old, she has a year record of over 1000 Ib. butter 


from 22656 Ib. milk. She was sold with the understanding 
that she would be retained at Pabst Stock Farm, bred to 
Creator and continued on official test for the year. 
This wonderful cow was struck off to Gustay Pabst, 
proprietor of Hollyhock Farm, Dousman, Wis., at $30000.00. 
The two Messrs. Pabst, respectively buyer and seller of the

are built as tight as possible, to 
insure warmth.

A Word About The Buyers 
We were interested to see where the buyers at this 
year’s National Sale came from. We find that highest hon- 
ors go to Wisconsin, breeders from that state purchasing 72 
head at a total cost of $236,475, which would be an aver- 
age of $3284 per head.

THE NIAGARA MAID DISPERSAL

The top price was obtained for Verona De Kol Beets, purchased by H. H. 
Bailey of Paris, Ont., for $6000. This gentleman paid $3500 for Superba Albina 
Verona, a daughter of this cow by Albina Butter Boy. C. H. Dold of Alden, N. 
Y., gave $3000 for Superba Rag Apple Verona, and $1500 for Verona Rag Apple, 
a pair of full sisters from this cow by Rag Apple Korndyke 8th. Mr. Bailey paid 
$825 for Niagara Maid Albina Verona, and so obtained three generations for 
$11,000. The same gentleman gave $425 for Belle De Kol Colantha Hengerveld, 
the 10-year-old 30-lb. dam of Wandermeer Belle Hengerveld, the famous 42-lb. 
heifer sold for $18300 at the Worcester National Sale. Pine Grove Farms paid 
an even $1000 for Allamuchy T. A. K. Bessie Jewel, a 28-lb. junior 3-year-old 
daughter of Tidy Abbekerk King. Ward W. Stevens bought the 30-lb. Dell De 
Kol Segis for $750, and Wandermeer Belle Wayne, a 2-year-old three-fourths 
sister to Wandermeer Belle Hengerveld, for $825. 

H. H. Bailey of Paris, Ont., Mr. Bayne, the owner of Baynewood Farms, 
Romeo, Mich., and C. R. Savage of Sunbury, Pa., were the only buyers from out 
of the state, and a large proportion of the animals went in the near vicinity 
of East Aurora. It is with regret that we chronicle the passing of J. T. Shana- 
han from the Holstein industry. A gentleman of the first water, a man of un- 
failing courtesy, and a liberal bidder and generous buyer of high class stock, 
Mr. Shanahan took a prominent position in the Holstein industry, and while 
the demand of his other business interests may call him away from us at the 
present time, we hope to see him again the owner of a high class herd.

Holstein Progress in Montgomery Co. 


This clipping, from a daily paper of 
Kansas, brings to mind an interesting 
bit of Holstein history: Twenty-one 
cows in the Montgomery County Cow 


Testing Association produced more 
than 40 pounds of butterfat during 
Marek, and 50 cows produced more 


than 50 pounds tor the month. This 
is one of the strongest and most active 
cow testing associations of the state 
and some excellent records have been 
made during the last years. T. M. 
Ewing had the high cow with a produc- 
tion of 74.08 pounds for the month. Mr. 
Ewing also had the high herd with a 
production of 49.78 pounds as the av- 
erage for the month. At the annual 
meeting Charles Schultz was elected 
president, E. A. Stark, vice-president, 
and H. N. Coe, secretary-treasurer.” 
This community is one of the pio- 
neer Holstein sections of the Middle 
West. There are, of course, a few 
cows of other breeds and there are 
some good grades, but most of its 
progress has been due to the black 
and whites. The big development 
dates from about 1913, when E. J. 
Macy, who was then county agent and 
some of the farmers with a real 
vision began to boost dairying and 
especially Holsteins. Enough of the 
animals of this breed had been kept 
in this locality so the men knew of 
their superior producing abilities. 
The record of the community is es- 
pecially valuable because of demon- 
stration which has been given of a 
development where soil conditions are 
not the most favorable. The land is 
not of a glacial formation, such as that 
in Wisconsin; much of it is formed 
from the decomposition of sandstone 
or shale. Many of the fields had been 
injured somewhat by grain farming 
and the yields were not so high as 
they had been in the earlier years. 
Naturally the first effort was to 
promote and maintain an interest in 
dairying; to show that this type of 
livestock farming is more profitable 
and satisfactory than grain farming 
can ever be. After the interest was 
aroused the tendency toward good 
Holsteins was marked, as one would 
expect. Many of the farmers in this 
county are members of the Kansas 
Holstein-Friesian Association and sev- 
eral have been officers. The country 
is rapidly becoming known as one of 
the sources of surplus Holstein cattle 
in Kansas; excellent profits will be 
made in the future in the sale of Hol- 
steins to other sections of the Middle 
West where dairying 1s developing. 
To a student of the fundamentals 
of agricultural production, it has been 
a pleasure to see the increase in the 


number of silos and in the acreage of 
the legumes in Montgomery County 
after dairying arrived. Of course this 
was to be anticipated but it has 
worked out in the most approved man. 
ner. Not only have the farmers jp. 
creased the acreage of alfalfa—this 
was to be expected, for Kansas {gs 
the leading alfalfa state with more 
than 1% million acres—but they also 
have increased their plantings of Red 
and Sweet Clover and cowpeas and are 
making some progress with soy beans, 

Many of the silos are filled with 
the sorghums. Montgomery County 
is fortunate in being in the part of 
the state where Kansas Orange gor. 
gshum does well and some very high 
yields of silage have been produced: 
as much as 18 or 20 tons an acre a 
year in a favorable season being quite 
common. This sorghum was developed 
by the Kansas Experiment Station 
as a silage crop for use under humid 
conditions and it has been received by 
the dairymen in the eastern part of 
the state, where the silage yields of 
corn frequently are reduced greatly 
by dry weather with great enthu- 
siasm. The combination of good silage 
yields with a large acreage of the 
legumes has of course been very 
helpful to the Holstein men in hold- 
ing down their production costs. 

The excellent work done by the Hol- 
stein men of Montgomery County is 
having an important effect in an edu- 
rational way on the surrounding 
counties. The time is coming in the 
near future when all of Eastern Kan- 
sas will be a Holstein camp; great 
progress already has been made 
around Ft. Scott, where there is a 
condensery and around Emporia and 
Topeka. A little further west Mul 
vane is coming right along; it al 
ready is equal to all but the most ad- 
vanced Holstein districts of Wiscon- 
sin or Illinois. 

It seems but a little while ago, and 
indeed it was, that Mr. Macy and Mr. 
Ewing and the other men with a be- 
lief in dairying and the Holsteil 
breed were getting the dairy business 
started in Montgomery County. But 
the progress has been mighty satis- 
factory and there is every reasoa to 
believe that this will be true to an [n- 
creasing extent in the future. Through 
the strong state association which the 
Holstein men of Kansas have it will 
be possible for them to put more peP 
than ever into the work it is doing. 
The future of Holsteins in the Middle 
West is bright with promise and the 
suecess of the farmers of Montgoml- 
ery County is some indication of the 
way the progress is worked out.—*:

OLSTEIN history in the state of 
H Ohio is being made for the most 

part by a number of distinct 
families, not the least of which is the 
Aaggie family made up of the des- 
cendants of Aaggie Cornucopia Paul 
2d—a family which is being developed 
by E. E. Ellett & Son, proprietors of 
Sunny Side herd at Beloit, Ohio.

the record in the several classes of the several divisions; 
there having been but six instances. Of these two were in 
the thirty-day division, three in the eight months division, 
and one in the yearly division. These cows with records 
tabulated will be found in the addenda. The cows displaced 
will also be found with star and footnote. But one cow has 
been reported as exceeding 32 Ibs. fat, and so entering the 
so-called 40-lb. list. This cow is Sadie Gerben Hengerveld 
De Kol, and she is credited with a production of 782 Ibs. 
milk containing 32.034 lbs. fat in seven days, and 3,247.5 lbs. 
milk containing 126.0839 lbs. fat in thirty days. Quite a 
number of cows have exceeded 28 Ibs. fat in seven consecu- 
tive days; and several of these cows have fallen short of 
reaching the 32-lb. mark by but a fraction of a pound fat. 
These cows exceeding 30 Ibs. fat will be found in the 
addenda with records tabulated. 
Gaining Place in the Prize Lists 

The minimum productions to obtain place in the Prize 
Lists show no increase over last year. Inclusive of cows 
and heifers debarred by limitations, 1,316 cows and heiters 
will be found in the first divisions for fat production, of 
which 393 will be found in the seven-day division, 193 in 
the thirty-day division, 208 in the division of tests begun not 
less than eight months after freshening, i86 in the 10_ 
months division, and 336 in the yearly division. Five hun- 
dred and forty-two cows and heifers appear in the prize 
division for milk, but as only animals already appearing in 
the fat division will be found in the milk division, the total 
number of cows found in the lists is not increased. 

In the full age class of the 7-day division, 97 cows will 
be found listed, the lowest of which and winner of the sev- 
entieth prize is credited with 25.621 Ibs. fat. That is, no 
cow producing less than 25.621 Ibs. fat will be found among 
the first 97 full-aged cows listed. In addition to the 97 cows 
in the prize lists, there were 151 other full-aged cows, 35 
senior four-year-olds, 41 junior four-year-olds, 24 senior 
three-year-olds, 10 junior three-year-olds, and 1 senior two- 
year-old, in all 357 cows and heifers, producing above 24 


Ibs. fat. In the junior two-year class 90 heifers appear 
either as prize winners or as debarred, with the lowest 
producing 17.058 Ibs. fat: while 98 other heifers in this 


class not appearing in the Prize Lists produced above 16 
Ibs. fat. Thus, during the year, 188 junior two-year heifers 
in all produced above 16 Ibs. fat. 
Verification Tests 

Two hundred and thirty-five verification tests have been 
conducted during the past year, the number of these tests 
being larger than ever before; while the strictness with 
which they have been conducted has been much increased 
by the new rules adopted. For the most part the results of 
the verifications have been satisfactory; although in sev- 
eral instances the cows for one reason or another did not 
make good and the tests could not be accepted. Inclusive 
of certain Vermont tests, there have been something over 
sixty tests that have not been accepted. Until a test fails 
of acceptance some breeders do not seem to understand 
that any test to be accepted must comply in all essential 
respects with the requirements of our rules. It is not 
enough that the state agricultural college of the state is 
fully satisfied and may be willing to stand behind the test; 
for unless in the making of the tests the rules are com- 
plied with in all respects, we might just as well not have 
any rules. The minimum productions for an automatically 
required verification test have been lowered one-tenth of 
a pound per day for each of the several classes; and at 
least one two-day verification is now required for all cows 
producing an average of above four pounds fat per day. 
During all verifications a constant watch is required to be 
kept upon the cow, while the sample cases are not to be 
out of sight of the supervisor on duty. 

The Long-Time Tests 

The increase during the past year in the long-time test- 
ing has been phenomenal; and with our best efforts we 
have been a month or more behind with our reports of 
credits. The number of cows completing long-time tests 
shows but a fifty per cent increase over the year before; 
but this increase in no way measures the increase in the 
long-time testing. The real increase in the number of cows 
now on test over those on test a year ago is fully three 
hundred per cent. The increase in this form of testing 
has been too rapid to be healthy; for out of the large num- 
ber of cows started fully five hundred have been dropped 
from test because of not meeting the expectations of their 
owners. Something of this kind was to be expected; but 
whenever a cow is started and then dropped it gives the 
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Advanced Registry Office work which is a waste 
which it gets no credit. 
The Ten Months Test 

For the first time the ten months tests of the past yea; 
were made with a calving requirement, that requi ement 
being that the cow should produce a living calf withip 
fourteen months of the birth of the calf born preceding 
the beginning of the test. 237 cows and heifers have com. 
plied with this requirement; and during the present year | 
expect this number to be greatly increased. I fully expect 
that the ten months test will become the popular test; ang 
I approve of the recommendations of the Committee ap- 
pointed by President Aitken in the matter of dividing the 
ten months division into two subdivisions. The first of 
these subdivisions will include cows milked either three 
or four times per day for a period exceeding 45 days: 
while the second subdivision will include cows milked not 
more than four times per day for a period not exceeding 
45 days and thereafter not exceeding twice per day. This 
latter subdivision has been styled the dairyman’s subdivyj 
sion, and the future will decide as to its popularity. Ip 
order to make room for this subdivision, the Committee has 
recommended that the eight months division be dropped 
In fact, that division has outlived its usefulness: since 
nearly all the records made in that division are made by 
cows in long-time test. In the long-time division, which 
has no calving requirement, 795 cows have completed 
tests during the year; and it will be seen that the number 
otf cows is much larger than in the ten-months division. ] 
think that this will right itself during the present year: and 
that at the close of this year the number of ten months 
tests will exceed the number of the yearly tests. 

Entries in Advanced Register 

To the close of the last fiscal year a total of about 77,547 
animals have been admitted to entry in the Holstein-Frie. 
sian Advanced Register, of which 5,061 were bulls. 1 say 
“about” because I do not yet know just how many bulls 
will be admitted for the year just closed. During the year 
9,250 cows have been admitted to the Advanced Register as 
original entries; while 4.796 cows have been admitted to re. 
entry under the rules governing such re-entries. Including 
bulls, of which the exact number is not yet known, the 
total entries for the year will be about 14,625. The number 
ot breeders making tests during the year was 2,880, and 
the number of different supervisors employed was 1,200 
During the fiscal year the receipts of my office amounted 
to $12,285.54, while the expenditures total $74,890.88. The 
receipts and expenditures in detail will be found in the 
addenda to this report. 

Advanced Registry Publications 

The Reported Tests Bulletin has been issued from 
time to time during the year to a mailing list averaging 
7,800 names. One copy of each number of this Bulletin is 
free to any members of the Association asking to have 
his name placed upon the mailing list, and to any non- 
member making official tests; but to other non-members 
and for more than one copy furnished any one member- 
ship, the fee is $1.00 per year. The Bulletin is also fur- 
nished free to the agricultural and dairy press, to superin- 
tendents of official testing at the state agricultural col- 
leges of the several states, and to county agents. The 30th 
volume of the Advanced Registry Year Book was printed 
and distributed during the year; while the preparing of 
copy for the 31st volume has now been begun. An earnest 
effort will be made to have the book ready for distribution 
in November. Back volumes of the Blue Book are getting 
low; but we have been able to buy in second-hand copies in 
good condition, and so furnish full sets to such of our 
breeders as have desired them. I would again suggest 
that sets be filled out while copies of the Blue Book can be 
procured.

For some time past, there has been 

a movement in England and Scotland 


to introduce fresh blood into the herds 
of British-Friesians. The British are 
very conservative regarding tlie intro. 
duction of bringing cattle into their 
country, fearing that disease ay also 


be brought in. Importations from the 
continent have been forbidden for 
long time, but the government was 
prevailed upon to make an exception 


in the case of Canadian Holsteins 
backed by certain amounts of produc. 
tion. Of course this plan met with 


considerable opposition. 

April 19,- representatives of the 
Royal Agricultural Society of Eng. 
land, the Central Chamber of Agri- 
culture, the British Dairy Farmers’ 
Association, the National Cattle 
Breeders’ Association and the National 
Farmers’ Union, met with Lord Lee of 
Fareham, British Minister of Agricul- 
ture, and discussed the situation. 
These bocies were in the main op. 
posed to any breeding animals being 
brought into the country. The York. 
shire Post reports this meeting ip 
part as follows: 

“Lord Crewe, chairman of the Cen- 
tral Chamber of Agriculture, who 
introduced the deputation, said the 
main objection of farmers to the im. 
portation was the risk of the introduc. 
tion of pleuro-pneumonia and foot and 
mouth disease. This country was in 
the main an exporting country of the 
finest breeds and if it were to remain 
so the general isolation of our herds 
must be maintained. Therefore, the 
farming community asked the Minister 
to suspend for an indefinite time all 
further importations of cattle of any 
ort or kind. 

“Lord Lee of Fareham, in reply, 
said the decision of the Ministry to 
allow the importation of these antl 
mals was within the letter and the 
spirit of the Act, on the ground that 
the circumstances were exceptional 
and that the animals were of a ‘rare 
and special kind,’ and that it would be 
beneficial to the Holstein herds of 
the country if such animals could be 
introduced. It had been suggested 
that the encouragement of the Frie- 
sian breed in this country might lead 
to the deterioration of our milk stan- 
dards. One of the conditions, how- 
ever, that the British Friesian Society 
had accepted with regard to these 
cattle was that they should be the 
progeny of cows not only with a certt- 
fied milk record of 2,000 gallons, but 
with a butterfat record of not less 
than 3.5 per cent. The permission to 
import which was given officially by 
Lord Ernle last year could not in 
fairness be withdrawn and, indeed. 
under the conditions imposed, with- 
drawal was quite unnecessary. The 
government had no intention of admit 
ting store cattle from anywhere and 
in no case could such importation take 
place without fresh legislation. There 
had never been a case of foot and 
mouth disease in Canada and to that 
extent, therefore, the danger of the 
importation of disease from that 
country must be regarded as infinites- 
imal. The Ministry accepted to the 
full the demand made by Lord Crewe 
in the House of Lords, that permis 
sion to import should be given only 
very sparingly and under the most 
rigid precautions as regards safety.

In regard to his success, Harry Sir- 
rett, agricultural representative for 
Northumberland county, says: “From 
the first, Mr. Baker displayed an al- 
most uncanny knowledge of what was 
inside the hide of an animal. Within 
five years from the time of starting 
in purebreds, he sold $160 worth of 
cream in one month from four cows, 
At one of the Belleville sales he pyw- 
chased a_ heifer for $550, and after 
keeping her a year, sold this heifer 
and her calf for enough to pay her or- 
iginal cost, buy a 90-acre farm, and 
leave a balance of $150 to the good.

On many 
farms it would scarcely be considered 
good enough for an implement sheu, 
but there is one good thing about it. 
The stalls of the cows are bathed in 
sunlight every fine afternoon. The 
old barn is doomed, however, as prep- 
arations are already under way for the 
building of a new barn and stabling 
worthy of the cattle to be housed 
therein. 

Within a radius of ten miles of 
Brighton there are at least a dozen 
Holstein bulls, the dams of which ale 
in the 30-lb. class.

Cotton has been selling at high 
prices for a long time past, and this 
has caused many of the Arizona 
dairvmen to dispose of their dairies 
and indulge in cotton growing. Farm- 
ers of Arizona grow a long staple cot- 
ten, greatly in demand for use in 
building automobile tires. 

A. 8S. MeKinney of Bowie, Ariz., is 
a believer in the dairy cow, and be- 
lieves also that the high prices for 
cotton largely caused by a _ shortage 
because of the tremendous amount 
used during the war for the manu- 
facture of explosives, will not last, 
and so is enlarging his herd.

The Ameri- 
can Magazine says to guide your pros- 
pect deftly to the decision you pg to 
see him make. Don’t shove. Let his 
mind amble along at its own gait. Few 
men have been convinced by argu- 
ment—and no women. When you 
argue, and beat a man down by facts 
and figures and the force of your logic, 
he may say you are right. But he 
goes home and thinks it over and un- 
less he can arrive voluntarily at the 
same conviction himself, by his own 
proeesses of thought, it don’t stick.

Success 
means walking the tight-rope where 
all these things are concerned—and 
the mastery of them means selling 
more Holsteins.
